September 2009

As | type this, we’re enjoying beautiful Fall weather 
in the middle of August — very strange! But it’s 
wonderful. | took advantage of the cool days this 
past week to do a project I’ve been talking about for 
the last several years. With the help of Jerry 
KOGUG and Fred KBOWIL, we put up a K9AY 
receive loop antenna for 80 and 160 meters. | can 
hardly wait for this Fall and Winter to see if it will 
help me hear DX on 160 meters! Now on to the big 
DX news for September. 


FR/G Glorioso. The Glorioso DXpedition looks like 
it’s finally going to happen in late September, using 
the call sign FT5GA. Amessage from team leader 
F5OGL on the group’s web site says the FT5GA 
team has the flight tickets from Paris to the Réunion 
Island airport. Their departure is scheduled on 
September 11 and the return on October 8th. The 
information about the French Forces Transall flight 
from Saint Denis to Grande Glorieuse will be 
published as soon as the FASZOI Hq will have 
confirmed them. (FASZOI = French Armed Forces 
for the South Indian Ocean Zone). The stay on 
Grand Glorieuse is planned for about three weeks 
length. All the gear has been picked up and is now 
ready packed on pallets, to be sent to the Reunion 
island.

lonoprobe can be downloaded and tried for 30 days 
free. After that, registration is $20 if you like it.

Luan, is this the line-up for the out house? 
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C.W.- The secret of my success: hi hi 


I'm 54 years old, and have been an amateur 
operator for a little over 4 years. While messing 
around with air traffic control systems and ILS for 
small aircraft, | became interested that C.W. was 
still used to identify beacons. These facts got me 
looking for Morse code applications used today. 
This led me to ARRL and radio licensing in early 
2005. Tested in Aug, and made General. Then in 
Nov., made it to Extra. First license was KC9IBL... 
W9OWE...in mid-2006. That was my introduction to 
ham radio. 

| grew up at Pleasant Hill, IL, and graduated from 
High School there in 1973. | married Mary Jo Otten 
after a year or so of courting, in 1974. 

My father J. W. Scranton, and mother, Deloris, 
lived in Pleasant Hill for many years, and now live 
next door to us, here in Quincy, so we can keep up 
with them. 

In 1978-1982 | served in the U.S.A.F. in Altus, 
OK. My job there was to maintain the 141 and C-5 
aircraft, as an aircraft maintenance specialist. | did 
my tour of duty there.
